T'ae Great Duly oi lUe Nation. 

It is tho boast of Britons that the 
sun never sots on tho dominions of tboir 
sovereign; Hint tho possesions over which 
Victoria rnlos girdle the globo. Thoso 
vast possessions are maintained at on 
annnul cost to tho Imperial Excuequor 
of about two and a quarter millions 

' Bterling. At lea->t bo it was written 
down tor 1868; but tbo cbeap-and-nosty 
colonial poik-y of more recent limes may 
have reduced that expenditure somewhat. 
At any rate, it will bo soft) to put the 
expenditure down at two millions, 
What uso has the nation mado of this 
magificont domain ? Lot tho following 

. facts and figures answer :— England 
and Woles,with an area ol 58,325 square 
miles, groan under a population of 17,- 
023,768, or upwards of three huudred 
to tno square mile* la tho city of Lon- 
don there are huddled together upon an 
area of seventy equaro miles something 
like three millions of hnman boinga. 
Comparo this with British America. 
Newfoundland, standing out in tho 
Atlantic and stretching its bonds towards 
Motherland, has a population of 
three human boings to a square milo; 
Nova Scotia has 21 ; New Brunswick 
has II ; Prince Edward Island has 44; 
Queboo has 6 ; Ontario has 15 ; tho 
North West has one to ovory fifty 
square miles ; British Columbia, has 
about ono to every five square milos.This 
will give a genoral average of about one 
sou! to every square milo of tho whole 
of British North America. Three bun> 
drod souls to tho Bquaro milo in England 
and Wales ; two hundred and fitty- 
three souls to the square mile in tho 
United Kingdom ; and only one soli- 
tary soul to the square milo in British 
America I It would, indeed, be difficult 
to conceive of groater extremes of over 
and under population than these figures 
represent. Let as glunco at some of the 
results of this unequal distribution ot 
population. In England the poor rates 
were £10,803,000. Stft. in 1867, and 
£11,061,000, in 1868, Now they 
muBt bo over twelve millions. Add to 
theso tho gioss results of benevolent 
effort and elemosynary aid of every 
Kind and the Bum total will not fall 
bolow twenty millions sterling. This' 
enormous sum may bn taken as repre- 
Banting tho annual cost of over popula- 
tion ; but it docs not represent the 
whole coat. Probably filiy per cout 
would not be too much to udd iu order 
to cover tho expense involved by the 
disease and crime consequent upon such 
a rank crop of humanity. Hero is 
enough and more than enough to build 
the Canadian Paoifio Railway and to 
workii, spent every year in what may 
bo regarded as at least an abortive 
attempt to regulate what it can never 
cure. Surely tne great duty of the 
nation coanot bo doubtful. Dirt has 
been defined to be matter in tho wronji. 
place* Pauperism may not inaptly be 
"defined as population in tho wrong place. 
It is at odco ibe highest and most pleas- 
ing duty of the British tuition to wipe 
out the foul blot of puuporUm by a 
proper distributor) of population. The 
Dominion of Canada, with its one soli- 
tary bouI to every square mile of 1 1 ritory, 
is stretching out its arms to E.^iand 
and crying for population with which to 
fill up itawuate places. England, by 
putting forth a moderate effort, by do- 
voting oven a small portion of what 
she is now squandering in an attempt 
to regulate pauperism, towardr a -Ja-rge 
sohemo .pf-c6Tou ziuo 7 i, could free hor- 
Bftif oi the great wen of the natioD,wbile 
the would, at the sarao limo, croato a 
aecoad self on this continont. And is 
not this a work worthy of a groat 
nation? To mnnlorui tho festering heap 
of pauperized humanity of tbo old em- 
pire into tho thrifty and prosperous 
population ot tho now, oi wboui it might 
ba Bald, quoting the beautiful words ol 
Sheridan, that— 

"Content Bits basting on tho cheek of toll." 

And, if Britain will not awake to this 
great duty, if she will not take advan- 
tage ot i Ins hor great opportunity, Ma. 
cauloy's Now Zoalandor may yot be 
seen perchod on a broken arch of 
London Bridge. Let it bo tho mission 
of Canada to arouse hor ; and let the 
mother and child unite In one magnifi- 
cent, god-lilto work of buildiug up a 
groat arid prosperous •uipko on this con- 
tinent out of material now going to 
worsotlmn waste at homo. Lot . t ii i b 
be dono and there will no lcngor bo 
room to doubt the destiny of tho Now 
Dominion. Lot this bo dono, and there 
will bo an end of all quibble about tho 
ability of Canada to nucccsfully carry 
out her obligations and fulfil her groat 
destiny, Let this bo done, and tho

Eastern Mates. 

Wasiiinoton, Moy 8 — The fol lowing, whicb 
will appear in the Republican to - murro w, is 
an official statcmout ol tbe result ol the la- 
bora of tho Joint High Cominlacion : Tne 
tieuty is to be known os tbe I reaty of Wash- 
ington, fur tbe adjustment of claims for in- 
juries alleged by .the United Slates ou ac- 
count of lheosoape of Ihe Confederate ciuisem 
from 13iitiBh ports, and dsprcdutieus com- 
mitted by those vessels during the luto rebel- 
lion in tbii country. Tbe tribunal of Jtbitra- 
tlon wub constituted to consist of fivo arbi- 
trators—one appointed by the United Slates, 
one by Great Britain and the other threo 
eaoh by the denigniued sovereign of a Stale 
of Europe or America. The tioity eaiab- 
hahaii special rules as lo the duty of neutrals 
and obligations in addition to ihese generally 
received us publio law, which rules although 
not admitted by tho British Cunimieaiouors 
to have been iu force ut tbo time, yet it is 
agrood to lot thoin govern the decisions of 
the tribunal ol arbitraiion. The tribunal 
may either sward deoisions in detail or in 
b ross. of iu ile discretion may refer tnis duty 
to 'a hoard of Asesstora sitting io tho United 
Sillies, who also shall report from time to 
lima, and payment is to be made according- 
ly. The British Government Irankly ox- 
pio'ses its regret for tbe occurrence of the 
incidenjfl complained ol by tho United Siutos 
For ihe adjudiou-tijn til all other claims ol 
citizens ol tho Ui-iied Slates against Great 
Britain uud ul.-o of British Bubjcois aguinsi the 
US, during the samo.poriod from AprillSCl io 
April 1 8G£>, ao ordinary Mixed Commission 
is provided to sit nt Washington, with an 
umpire to be nominated, il necessaiy, by 
designated friendly Powers. This limitation 
of time is material in substance for it con.- 
finis rcclumaiion against the United Stales 
to incidents of actual war, and is accom- 
panied also with the declaration on the part 
ol the British OomroisHooors to tho elbct 
that in excluding claims on account ol slave 
property Great Britain does not recognize 
claims of her Bubjcois for the eeiznro of 
cotton, in cases where tboy took up their 
abode in tbo South, as they beoauie BUhjoct 
to the contingencies of war. In regard to 
the fisheries ; In addition to tho liberties al- 
ready secured to them by tbo treaty of 1818 
fishermen ol tbe United States shall have 
liberty to take sea fish on tbe eoa coast and 
shores and iu the buy*, harbors and rivers ol 
ihe Provinces of Quebecj Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick nod Colony ol Prince Ed- 
ward Ialand and islands adjacent, without 
Deiug leslrictod to any disadvantage from 
rhe shore, and with permission to lind upon 
such coasts, shores and inlands, and also on 
Magdalen Islands, for tbe purpose of drying 
nets and curing fish, subject, of course, in 
this respeot to IochI righiB and privato pro 
perty. The same liberty is granted lo Bri- 
tish subjects on the Eastern seaooast and 
jborcs ol the United Stales north ol the 39 h 
parallel ol laiiiude. This libarly ia not to 
ii.clU'lo on e'tntr side shell fish or salmon 
and shad fisheries or othor fisheries in rivers 
and mouths ol livers. It is further agreed 
that tisb of all kinds except fish of inland 
lake,, and iheir rivers, and except fiah pre- 
-erved iu oil, tbe produoo ol fisheries ol the 
Uoitecl Slates or of the Dominion ol Canada 
or Prince Edward Island, shall be admitted 
into each country resptclively free ol duty. 
Ihe privileges thus conceded lo the U S 
ure most important ones. It is as?eried by 
ihe Biitish Government but not admitted by 
ihe United States, that tho privileges no- 
corded t; ihe citizens ol tho Umtud Sutes 
are nf greater valuo than tho?e accocdcd tbe 
subjects ot Great Britain. To avoid contro- 
versy on this point it is agreed thai a Mixed 
Commission, witti an umpire ii) be appoint-, 
ud by a deaignuled friendly Piwer, Bbail 
determine wnetfter any compensation for 
such excess ol privilege, and how much, 
ought io bo paid by tho United tJ ales Va- 
rious questions relating to navigation and a 
commercial treaty are disposed of by de- 
claring the navigation of tho rivers S( Lurv- 
rence, Yucatan, Pireupiue and Slilline fur- 
ever Iree and open io cuiz-us ond suhj--or>. 
ol both countries, by pioviding lor the equal 
use of ihe St Lawrence uud other Canadian 
douinin on one hand, and ol the Lake Miohi- 
gan and St Clair flits caual on the other, 
and by providing lor the free transit of mer- 
chandise lo and from, n9 well iu British 
po-ise.-sions as in tbe United States, und by 
abolishing the provisional oxnorl duty on 
American lumbar on tho St John's Rivor. 
I'hsie piovisious concerning fisheries ntiii 
Commercial transit are ol course made con- 
tinceut upon their Iwnu approved by Con-, 
gress and tho B-i-ish Parliament, the Parlia- 
ment of Canada and the LegUlalure of 
Prinoo Edwurd Island. By tin so various 
stipulations all privileges ol billing, naviga- 
tion and trunsit aoconlid to thu United 
Slates by the IreVy ol ltjf)3 are once mo e 
obtained, in a bolter form und without ihe 
hurdHnsomo conditions ol that treuly in Ihe 
mutter of reciprocal importations. Ponding 
Ihe subjects ol controversy between tho Gov- 
ernments, thero remains to be considered the 
question of thn Nnrlhwostern boundary line. 
That line, by the treaty ol IHIC, inns by the 
middle channel which separates thu ooolmeoi 
from Vancouver I-l ind ; hut sereral ^uch 
channels exist. Great Britain contends thai 
the channel of that treaty is ihe Rosano 
Siruitn ; tbo United Stales that il is the Ca- 
nal do Warn, the two channels being sepa- 
rated by San Juan Island. This qurs ioo 
having once, been reported on by MixedCom, 
mission, lor another suivey ol the lino the
